Kansas City, July 6.—“We, the jury, 
find the flour seized was adulterat­ 
ed. 
’’We, the jury, find the flour seized 
was misbranded.” 
These two separate verdicts were 
returned in Federal uourt here to­ 
day by the jury which for more than 
five weeks listened to the testimony 
for and against the charges of the 
government that 625 sacks of flour, 
bleached and sold by Lexington Mill 
and Elevator Company, of Lexington, 
Neb., and- seized by the government 
while in the possession of the pur­ 
chaser, a grocer at Castle, Mo., was 
adulterated and misbranded. 
The verdict, which was returned 
after seven hours of deliberation, was 
a complete victory for the govern­ 
ment, which prosecuted the suit un­ 
der the national pure food and drug 
act. 
The government charged that the 
flour was adulterated in that it was 
bleached by the Alsop process which 
makes the use of peroxide nitrogen 
peroride in bleaching flour. The mis­ 
branding was charged in the flour 
seized which was labeled “Fancy Pat­ 
ent Flour,” and the government con­ 
tended that it was not fancy patent 
flour because it was not made from 
first grade hard winter wheat. At- 
torntys for the millers will file a mo­ 
tion for a new trial within twenty 
days. 
The millers say the bleached flour 
decision will handicap the farmers 
of the southwest to the extent of 
from 15 to 18 millions of dollars this 
year. They say that the old differen­ 
tial of 5 cents per cashel in vogue 
in Chicago and t. Louis m arkets five 
years ago before the bleached flour 
came in will soon appear again. They 
further say that the farm ers of Mis­ 
souri, Kansas, Oklahoma and Nebras­ 
ka will lose 5 cents per bushel on 
the present crop and that flour made 
from hard winter wheat will soon be 
selling at 25 cents per bushel less 
than the present.

Every body rem em bered how 
a little more than six years ago the 
Slocum caught fire in the East river 
when crowded 
with 1,500 pleasure 
seekers, m ostly women and children, 
and burned to the w ater’s edge with 
938 drowned, crushed or baked alive.
